ORTHODOX MEETING FOR CONSULTATION. 


May, 15, 1838. 


The Commissioners to the General Assembly, 
in favour of sustaining the reform measures of the 
last, met agreeably to public notice, for prayer 
and consultation, in the Seventh Presbyterian 
church, Philadelphia, and were called to order by 
Rev. Ashbel Green, D.D., who nominated Rev. G. 
A. Baxter, D.D. as Chairman, and the Rev. T. D. 
Baird as Secretary, pro tem. Opened with prayer. 

A committee was appointed to nominate officers 
for this Convention, and to prepare a roll of the 
members. The committee were Rev. R. J. Breck- 
inridge, William S. Plumer, and Elias W. Crane, 
Ministers, and Messrs. Harmer Denny and Wil- 
liam 

The committee had leave to retire. The Con- 
vention engaged in prayer for the divine direction 
and blessing. | 

A report was then made by the committee, and 
after some modifications it was accepted and adop- 
ted, and is as follows: viz.

Resolved, That a committee of three members 
be appointed to receive, classify by Presbyteries 
and Synods, and report the whole as soon as possi- 
ble. 

Rev. R. J. Breckinridge, N. H. Harding, and 
Joseph Campbell, were this committee. 

Resolved, That when this Convention shall meet 
hereafter, it meet with the understanding that 
none be present except members, and persons intro- 
duced by members, who are known to concur in 
sentiment with us. 

Resolved, That in the judgment of this Con- 
vention, nothing but the most urgent reasons can 
justify the orthodox delegates to the next Assem- 

ly, in asking leave of absence from that body 
until it shall have closed its sessions. 

A Committee consisting of Messrs. Plumer, 
Witherspoon, and Cooley, Ministers, and William 
Maxwell, and W. H. Lowrie, Elders, was appointed 
to specify what business claims the attention of 
this body, and to propose an order in which it shall 
be conducted.

1. Resolyed, That in the solemn and deliberate 
judgment of the Convention, and the develop- 
ments of the past year have only confirmed the 
conviction, that it is.of the utmost importance to

four Synods of Western Reserve, Utica, Geneva, 
and Genessee, out of the ecclesiastical connexion 
of the eaid Church, be cordially and conclusively 
sustained. 

2, Resolved, That, in the judgment of the Con- 
vention, it is of the greatest consequence to the 
best interests of our Church, that the subject of 
slavery shall not be agitated or discussed in the 
sessions of the ensuing General Assembly; and 
if any motion shall be made, or resolution offered 


that the members of the Convention in that body, 
ought to unite in disposing of it, as far as may be 
possible, without debate. 

3. Resolved, That a Committee of seven be 
appointed to prepare a ticket to be voted for in the 
election of officers of the next Assembly. 

4. Resolved, That the Convention go into com- 
mittee of the whole on the state of the Church. © 

The Committee appointed agreeably to the 3d 
resolution was Dr. Phillips, J. Stockton, J. C. Wil- 
son, and J. O. Steadman, Ministers, and Dr. W. A.

ers, 

The Committee of Conference reported commu- 
nications from a “ Meeting of Commissioners to 
the General Assembly, held in the Lecture Room 
of the First Presbyterian Church” in this city, 
which they recommended should be read. ) 

The aforesaid communication was read. On 
motion, 

Resolved, That a committee of three be appoint- 
ed to prepare an answer to the communication 
from the other meeting of commissioners, and to 
report, if possible, to-morrow morning. 

Dr. Baxter, Mr. Maclean, Ministers, and Mr. 
William Maxwell, Elder, were appointed this com- 
mittee. 4 

Adjourned to meet to-morrow morning, at nine 
o’clock. 
Concluded with prayer. 


Wednesday, May 16—9 o'clock, A. M. 
The Convention met agreeably to adjournment, 
and was opened with prayer. 
Present as before, together with E. Nott, D.D., 
of the Presbytery of Albany, and Martin L. Mapes, 
of the Presbytery of Hudson; Robert Irwin, min- 
ister, and John Molyneaux, elder, of the Presbytery 
of Oxtord ; Wm. Latta, of the Presbytery of Phila- 
delphia ; Samuel 8. Sheddan, minister, and Richard 
Matchin, elder, of the Presbytery of Northumber- 
land ; James Hoge, D.D. of the Presbytery of Co- 
lumbus; Robert Nall, minister, of the Presbytery 
of South Alabama. 
The Minutes of last session were read and ap- 
proved. 
The committee on the communication from the 
other meeting of cummissioners now in session in 
the Lecture ‘Room of the First Church, presented 
the following preamble and resolution, which were 
read and adopted: viz. 
“ Whereas, the resolutions of “the meeting,” 
whilst they profess a readiness “to co-operate in 
any efforts for pacification which are constitutional,” 
manifestly proceed upon the erroneous supposition, 
that the acts of the last General Assembly, declar- 
ing the four Synods of the Western Reserve, 
Utica, Geneva, and Genesee, out of the ecclesias- 
tical connexion of our Church, were unconstitu- 
tional and invalid, and the Convention cannot, for 
a moment, consider them in that light ; therefore, 
1. Resolved unanimously, That the Convention 
regard the said overture of “ the meeting,” however 
intended, as founded upon a basis which is wholly 
inadmissible, and as calculated only to disturb 
that peace of our Church which a calm and firm 
adherence to those constitutional, just, and neces- 
sary acts of the last General Assembly, can alone, 
by the blessing of Divine Providence, establish and 


secu 


vention, the resolution of the last General Assem- 
bly which provided in substance, that all churches 
and ministers, within the said four Synods, which 
are strictly Presbyterian in doctrine and order, 
and wish to.unite with us, may apply for admission 
into those Presbyteries belonging to our connexion, 
which are most convenient to their respective lo- 
cations, and that any such Presbytery as aforesaid, 
being strictly Presbyterian in doctrine and order, 
and now in connexion with either of the said Sy- 
nods as may desire to unite with us, are directed to 
make application, with a full statement of their 
case, to the next General Assembly, which will 
take proper order therein”—furnishes a fair and 
easy mode of proceeding, by which all such minis- 
ters, churches, and Presbyteries, within the said 
Synods, as are really desirous to be “ recognized” | 
as in “regular standing” with us, and as proper 
parts of our “ entire Church,” may obtain their ob- 
ject without trouble and without delay. 

3. Resolved, That Drs. Phillips, Baxter, and 
Witherspoon, be a committee to communicate a 
copy of the foregoing resolutions to said “ meeting.” 
‘he committee appointed to receive and classify, 
and report on the state of votes in the Presbyteries 
connected with the General Assembly, reported, 
that as far as they can ascertain, the whole num- 
ber who inay be sent as commissioners to the ap- 
proaching Assembly is 202. Of these 162 favour 
the general course of reform adopted by the last 
Assembly—70 are opposed to the same, and 20 
whose views are not known. 

This report was accepted. 
The Convention proceeded to spend half an hour 
in praise and prayer. 

The Rev. Samuel B. Jones, of the Presbytery of 
Mississippi, and Gen. John W. Cuningham, elder, 
from the Presbytery of New Castle, appeared and 
took their seats as members of the Convention.

Resolved, That the Convention go into Commit- 
tee of the whole on the state of the Church, Dr. 
Green in the chair. 
The Committee of the Whole rose, reported 
progress, and had leave to sit again. 
A series of resolutions having been read by Rev. 
R. J. Breckinridge were laid on the table till this 
afternoon. 
Had a recess till 3 o’clock this afternoon. 
Wednesday May 16, 3 o’clock, P. M. 
After recess the Convention met. 
Present as before together with Rev. James 
McDougall, minister, and Mr. John Everett, el- 
der, from the 2d Presbytery of Long Island, and 
Mr. Norman Judson, elder, from the Presbytery of 
Hudson, John L. Belville, minister, and Cyrus 
Johnson of the Presbytery of Miami, and David 
W. Vail, of the Presbytery of New Brunswick, 
and Henry Anhauser, elder, from the Presbytery of 
Susquehannah, Mr. Wm. Finney, minister, from 
the Presbytery of New Castle. 
The resolutions offered this morning by Mr. 
Breckinridge were taken up and read, amended 
and adopted, and are as follows: viz. 
Resolved, 1. That in the judgment of this Con- 
vention, the next General Assembly in carrying 
forward the reform of the Church, ought to take 
all needful measures to restore sound doctrine, 
Scriptural order, and wholesome discipline to the 
entire body, and to preserve it as far as possible in 
all future time from the evils and troubles to which 
it has been so long and so grievously exposed, and 
from which God has now appeared in so signal a 
manner, for our deliverance. 

And amongst things needful to be done, it ap- 
pears to us that the following items are important: 
viz. 

1. The representation should be equalized ; and 
to effect this immediately, the Synods ought to be 
enjoined to equalize the Presbyteries in their bounds 
‘respectively ; and that the Assembly itself, ought to 
devise some permanent, equitable, and effectual 
mode for the equal representation of the Church, 
and send it down for the approbation of the Pres- 
byteries. 
2. That the relation, which has so ex- 
tensively fallen into disuse, ought to be, to the ut- 
most possible extent, restored—that Presbyteries 
ought to be more sparing and cautious in the or-

TO YOUNG MEN PREPARING FOR THE 
MINISTRY. 

Under the patronage of the Assembly's Board 
of Education. 


Young Brethren.—You occupy a very con. 
siderable portion of attention in the Presbyterian 
Church, and excite a great deal of interest. And 
from your position you may excite a very great 
influence, upon the benevolent efforts of our 
Church, as well as upon her advancement in 


as her children, and is making great efforts to 
educate you specially for the Lord, and the work 
of the ministry. In these circunistances you can- 


culiar, but that you are under strong obligations 
so to live, as to meet if possible, the highest ex- 
pectations of your foster-mother. On this subject 
I wish to say to you a few things which I trust 
may be of service to you, and to the cause of 
Christ. | 
Jn the first place; be very particular and special, 
not only in ascertaining the reality of your piety, 
but also in cultivating and promoting its growth. 
It is one thing to be a professor of religion, and 
another to be really a child of God. Not only so, it 
is one thing to have real vital godliness, and 
another to have it growing in vigorous and lively 
exercise. To be simply a Christian, is by no means 
sufficient to qualify a nan for the ministry. Every 
man who is preparing for the ministry, or who 
now sustains that office, should be a growin 
Christian. It should then be your duty, an 
your first great care, to be well assured of 
your own piety, and then strive continually to 
grow in grace, and in the knowledge of our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ. I urge this 
lst. Because not only real, but ardent piety is 
necessary in every minister of the gospel, and 
every candidate for that office. 
2d. Because the Church expects from you more 
than mere piety. If she takes peculiar pains to 
educate and prepare you for her service in the 
ministry of her Master, she does so, because she 
expects and supposes that you will consecrate your 
whole heart to the work—that you will be not only 
pious, but ardently so. And in connexion with 
this I may remark, that even the world expects 
more than mere piety from those who are educated 
and brought into the ministry in the manner you 
are. | 
3. Because you will be exposed in the whole 
course of your studies, to temptations to neglect 
this duty. Literary pursuits are often very un- 
friendly to the cultivation of ardent piety. And in 
the case of students in college, there is a continued 
and strong temptation to postpone any peculiar at- 
tention to piety, until, as they suppose, they have 
more favourabe circumstances; and in the mean 
time, press with all diligence their mere intel-- 
lectual preparations. Ambition to excel in scholar- 
ship, is often the bane of ardent piety in students. 
4th. Because both your present happiness and 
usefulness are eendunt upon the tone of your 
piety. It is an irreversible order of God, that his 
children shall be happy and useful in proportion to 
their piety. An eminently pious man, will be 
eminently happy and useful. 

oth. Because it will better fit you to prosecute 
your studies to advantage, and even to attain emi- 
nence than any thing else. ‘“ Bene orasse, est 
bene studuisse,” was Luther’s motto, and it ought 
to be yours. 

6th. Because if you begin your course with low 
attainments in piety, you will in all probability 
continue and end it in the same way. If there be 
any change, it may as likely be for the worse, as 
for the better. 

In the above remarks I have been able only to 
glance at a few arguments, which seem to me to). 
make attention to the duty suggested very impeta- 
tive. I hope you will take up each one separately 
and ponder it until you feel, both the particular 
force of each, and the cumulative force of them 
all; and be led in this manner to seek with in- 
satiable desire, larger and yet larger measures of 
grace and holiness. ; 

In my next letter I may make some suggestions 
as to the best means of securing so important and 
desirable an end, as that to which I have now

EXPOSITION OF SECOND PETER, III. 3—9. 


2 Peter, iii. 3.9. There shall come at the end of 
the days, scoffers, . . . . saying, where isthe promise 
of his coming? .... But beloved, the Lord is not 
slack concerning his promise, as some men count 
slackness, but resiruins his wrath for our sakes. 


Such, it is conceived, is the meaning of the 
sagp. The expression rendered “ in the last days,” 
in the common version, is peculiar; as the reader 
will perceive, by comparing it in the original with 
1 Tim. iv. 1. 2 Tim. iii. 1. 1 Pet. i. 20. Jude 18. 
Perhaps the apostle alludes to Dan. viii. 14. xi. 40, 
or tosome other prophetic period. McKnight trans- 
lates it “in the last of these days.” Wakefield, 
“in the end of these days.” Erasmus, and Beza, 
“tn extremis diebus.” ‘The Vulgate in novissimis 
diebus.” This phrase is important, as it fixes the 
epoch of fulfilment. 

_ The answer, which the apostle gives to the de- 
risory question of the scoffers, adopts the doctrine 
taught by our Lord in the parable concerning the 
widow, (Luke xviii: 1-8.) As Peter was without 
doubt present, when the parable was uttered, (Luke 
Xvil, 22) it is not improbable, that he had it in 
mind when he wrote this passage. Indeed, we 
d td (beginning Luke 
Xvil. 22, and extending at least to Luke xviii. 9,) 
the outline of this whole epistle. The leading 
topic of both are the same. Several of the same 
illustrations occur in both (e. g. the cases of the 
old world—of Sodom, of Noah, and Lot) not used 
indeed, precisely for the same purpose, but con- 
nected with the same general doctrine; namely, 
the future coming of our Lord to judgment. If the 
reader should, upon comparison, perceive the same 
resemblances, which the writer thinks he does, it 
will furnish another of those incidental coincidences 
between disconnected parts of the Sacred Scrip- 
tures, which always confirm strongly the external 


evidences of authenticity. Before proceeding to 
the chief purpose of this article, it may be proper 
to point out, very briefly, the proper distribution of 
the matter of this epistle. : 


The first chapter, from verse 1 to vs. 16, appears

mount, (compare chap. i. 16 with Luke ix. 27, 
Mark ix. 1., Math. xvi. 28.) This proof was per- 
sonal and ocular only to us three, yet you have the 
proofs of our veracity in the proofs of our apostle- 
ship. You have, therefore, the same reason for be- 
lieving our testimony in this matter as in that of 
the resurrection: and in fact the Lord commanded 
us not to make it known till after his resurrection, 
(Mat. xvii. 9.) But passing this, all of you have 
a permanent source of the proof of this doctrine, 
independently of our testimony in the prophetic 
Scriptures, which in this brief epistle, I shall not 
cite to you and apply; although I commend it to 
you diligently to attend to them. They are alight, 
which will sufficiently guide you to the end of 
time—until the day of which I have spoken—the 
day of the Lord’s coming shall dawn, and lively 
hopes and an earnest expectation of its near ap- 
proach shall be awakened in your hearts, (chap. i.

mystical body of Christ, as our Lord himself taught 
in the parable of the widow, (Luke xviii. 1-8.) 
The unjust judge might be called slack concerning 
his duty. But God has taught us, that as soon as 
the purposes of his electing love shall be secured, 
he will speedily avenge his elect and destroy all 
the powers of wickedness. And as the angel, who 
was sent to destroy Sodom deferred the execution 
of judgment, not for Sodom’s sake, but merely for 
the sake of Lot, that he might not perish: (chap. ii. 
8-9,) and as the cotemporaries of Noah obtained 
a temporary respite from punishment, as the inci- 
dental result of the purpose of God, to save Noah 
in the appointed way, so now the Lord delays his 
promise, merely because of his determinate pur- 
pose and counsel that none of the redeemed should 
perish, but that all of them, through faith and re- 
pentance, should escape the wrath which he will 
inevitably inflict upon the world and the powers of 
darkness gathered around it, at his second coming. 
(Rom. ii. 8, 9. 16; (2 Thess. i. 7-10; 2 Pet. iii. 9.) 
Being thus forewarned beloved, be on your guard 
lest you should be swayed by this erroneous reason- 
ing of the scoffers and fall from your own stead- 
fastness, (chap. iii. 17,) and so fail of an entrance 
into the everlasting kingdom at his appearing, 
(chap. i. 2,) which is the glorious end of the 
Christian’s hope. For the day of the Lord will 
come, as I have before proven, and it will come as 
unexpectedly as a thief in the night, and then 
these heavens shall pass away with a great noise, 
and the elements shall be melted with fervent 
heat—the earth also, and all the works therein 
shall be burned up.

tain the same precious faith that he had, (chap. i. 1; 
chap. iil. 1; 1 Peter i. 1-2.) 

If such then, be the scope of this epistle, do not 
they err greatly who think they find either Ar- 
minianism in it, or the doctrine of universal salva- 
tion? According to the view taken, it teaches, 
that the world will subsist in its present form, 
mingled with good and evil; and God will bear 
with this order of things though the wicked blas- 
pheme his name, and pour their contempt upon his 
word, until all the purposes of the Covenant of 
Grace shall be effectually and forever made se- 
cure to the minutest particular in the appointed 
method of salvation. The gospel will be offered 
to all; and it will be rejected by all, except so far 
as electing love shall prevent. ‘The bold blasphe-

We have been permitted, by a lady of Phila- 
delphia, to publish the following letter addressed 
to her by Mrs. Gutzlaff, the wife of the devoted

My Dear Mrs. P.—Most truly do I thank you 
for your two invaluable books tor my four little 
blind girls. ‘These few days past, many lessons 
have been read with extreme pleasure out of 
them.* Mary can already read two passages, be- 
ginning from the alphabet—another little girl can 
read the alphabet and figures—another, part of the 
alphabet. Ever shall I remain your debtor for 
thinking of these distant children; they are really 
interesting. ‘Their progress is rapid in Chinese 
and in Englisch; it is most pleasing. The eldest of 


about the same age, except Fanny, who may be 
three. My blind children are my delight. The 
Infant School plan I shall keep with great care un- 
til you enhance the gift by sending me an Infant 
School Teacher: that would be a gift indeed. 
Not a grown person. 
ing poor girl, say an orphan, with a fine voice, 
learn the system for about six or twelve months, 
attending solely to the acquiring of the system. A 
monitress, that she might take the lead. One, or 
even two orphan children, from seven and eight to 
ten, not older, would be my wish: they could with 
permission become future teachers. I do not so 
much covet young ladies coming as young chil- 
dren; the latter would much more help me. One 
can bid a little girl do this and that, whereas a 
lady requires much attention and attendants in this 
country. This climate agrees with children, both 
European and American; the cold weather suits 
their constitutions. Will you, kind friend to these 
friendless children, exert your interest to meet my 
wishes? If I am permitted, surely they sliall re- 
ceive a good education, with the principles you 
would yourself instil. 

Besides my little blind girls, I have two other 
Chinese girls. Acquie is your correspondent; she 
is a promising child, but she will soon leave me, to 
have her feet tied up, and to be shut up until she 
is married. Perhaps some seventy girls have 
come and gone in these two years, and but éwo re- 
main. This has induced me to buy my blind girls 
—for three of them, papers were signed. Perhaps 
your interest may diminish, perhaps cease, when I 
tell you this; but the only possible way to keep 
girls, is to buy them. I have had too much experi- 
ence in this matter, and I could not bear to think 
that my dear children should be again exposed to 
lead a beggar’s life as Mary did. 

We have thirteen boys; all reside in the house. 
They attend to their Chinese daily about four 
hours, and | am in school about three or four. Af- 
foo and Awheng are also your cmepennents, the 
former has been here two years; the latter, a little 
boy of eight has been nearly that time—their let- 
ters are entirely their own, the first time of writing : 
I never correct or tell them at all. I hope you will 
kindly condescend to send each of them a line or 
two in answer; they like much to have their let- 
ters answered. How do I prize the books for the 
blind—they are a treasure indeed. I am greatly 
pleased with the pretty quilt, and beg leave to send

The Convention met, Oct. 27, 1831, in the ses- 
sion room of the Ist Presbyterian Church. Rev.. 
W. F. Curry was chosen Chairman, and Rev. 8. 
Eaton and Rev. Mr. Day, Secretaries. The pro- 
ceedings of the Convention were not published, at. 
the time, nor for three months after. I cannot af- 
firm positively that they never were published, 
but that is my impression. The records are doubt- 
less extant in the possession of some person, 
the production of them at the present time, to- 
gether with the reports made, would serve to 
show, whether the doctrinal character of the Wes-- 
tern Synods was justly or unjustly estimated by 
the last Assembly. It is a little remarkable, and 
certainly a departure from a rule of editorial 
courtesy in the treatment of such assemblies, that: 
the Rochester Observer passed over that Conven- 
tion with a very slight notice indeed, without giv- 
ing the names or number of its members, or any 
intimation of its object or the least abstract of its 
doings.

The death of a beloved daughter in 
October 1837, made a sensible impression upon his 
already shattered constitution, and he at length 
ceased from his earthly labours, Dec. 5, 1&37.

For thirty-seven years, he did not 
take medicine to the value of ten rupees. 

“ He was peculiarly remarkable for ceascless in- 
dustry. He usually rose at four, and despatched 
half the business of the day before breakfast. When 
extraordinary exertions appeared necessary, he 
seemed to have a perfect command over sleep, and 
has been known, for days together, to take less 
than half of his usual quantity of rest. His men:ory 
was great, beyond that of most men. He recalled 
facts, with all their minute associations, with the 
utmost facility. This faculty he enjoyed to the 
last day of his existence. During the last month 
uf his life, when unable even to turn on his couch 
without assistance, he dictated to hisdaughter, Mrs. 
Voight, his recollections of the early establishment 
of the mission at Serampore, with a clearness and 
minuteness perfectly astonishing. The vast stores 
of knowledge which he 4ad laid up in early life, 
and to which he was making constant addition, 
rendered his personal intercourse in society a great 
enjoyment. His manners and deportment, particu- 
larly towards his inferiors, were remarkable for 
amenity and humility. To his family, he was de- 
voted almost to a fault, so that his enemies found in 
this subject, a fruitful field for crimination—with 
what generosity of feeling, let every parent judge. 
During a union of more than forty-six years, he 
was the most devoted of husbands, and as the fa- 
ther of a family of twelve children, of whom only 
six lived to an age to appreciate his worth, and 
only five survive to deplore his loss, he was the 
most affectionate of parents. 

Dr. Marshman was distinguished, through his 
entire missionary life, for ardent zeal in promoting 
the salvation of the heathen. ‘“ The precious 
cause,” was the uniform epithet he bestowed upon 
it.

AMERICAN SUNDAY SCHOOL UNION. | 


The anniversary of the American Sunday 
School Union took place on Tuesday afternoon, 
22d inst., in the ne place of meeting, the First 
Presbyterian Church, Philadelphia. The Presi- 
dent, Mr. Henry, was in the chair ; the devotional 
services were conducted by the Rev. Messrs. 
Warne, and Dr. Tyng, and addresses were de- 
livered by the Rev. Messrs. Waterbury, Warne, 
and Baird,and Mr. Buckingham. The Treasurer, 
Mr. Beck, read his official report. 

The annual report, an abstract of which was 
read by one of the Secretaries, stated that notwith- 
standing the mercantile depression of the year, | 
and the consequent diminution of the receipts of | 
the society, both in payment of debts and in dona- ; 
tions, it had sustained several agents, through | 
whose labours about 200 schools had been formed | 
in the western states, and 290 in the southern. 
Only 101 auxiliaries have reported, and these com- 
prise 827 schools, and 68,500 pupils. The number 
of volumes in the libraries of these schools is not 
much less than one hundred thousand. Books have 
been given during the year to destitute schools, to 
the amount of $3,300, besides some donations to 
foreign missionary stations. Only fifteen new 
publications have been published in the year, but 
one of these is a Bible Dictionary, of 650 pages. 
The number of volumes printed since the last re- 
port is 371,902; of infant school lessons &c., 
153,450 ; making a total of about thirty millions of 
pages. The amount of publications sold in Phila- 
delphia and sent thence to other depositories of the 
society is $52,000, and the entire receipts from 
sales $34,000. The sum paid to printers, engravers, 
binders, and paper makers, is $33,000. ‘The amount 
of donations made to the society for the forma- 
tion of Sunday Schools, and the gratuitous distri- 
bution of books, is $22,400, and the sum expended 
for these objects is $25,700. 

A selection of 121 volumes of the society’s pub- 
lications, averaging 160 pages each, has been 
made, as a suitable library for common schools, 


contained in a neat case, with a supply of descrip- 
tive catalogues, are furnished for thirty-three dol- 
lars.

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


The packet ship Pennsylvania, at New York, brings 
London papers to the 24th of April. 

The London Times of April 23d, states that a pros- 
pectus of a new banking company, with a capital of 
two millions of pounds sterling, the shares to consist of 
100 pounds each, is circulating in the city. “ One of 
the leading objects of this bank,” says the Times, “ is 
to supply to the trading interest that regular and sys- 
tematic support which the Bank of England, in theory, 
is supposed to afford, but which, in periods of distress 
and difficulty, when it is most wanted, is never forth- 
coming.” 

The British ship Atabaska, Nesfield, which sailed 
from Liverpool April 14th for Quebec, struck on the 
West Hoyle 16th, and was lost, together with all on 
board. 

From the London Observer, May 22.—The Ameri- 
can trade remains in an exceedingly dull state. The 
resumption of specie exports on account of the direc- 
tors of the Bank of England has, however, inspired 
those merchants who are engaged in the trade with 
the United States with more confidence, and the hope 
certainly is, that there will be yet a brisk demand for 
manufactured goods for the fall trade.

which we trust to make at parting,) is no other 
than a rebellious presumption, and that which 
is worst of all, a contemptuous laughing to 
scorn and deriding of God, his laws and pre-

“PREACH SMALL.” 


‘* Mother,” said a little girl seven years old, 
‘¢T could not understand our minister to-day ; 
—he said so many hard words. I wish he would 
preach so that little girls could. understand 
him. Won’t he mother!” Yes, I think so, 
if we ask him. Soon after, her father saw her 
going to the minister’s. ‘ Where are you 
going Emma, said he,” “I am going over to 
Mr.————’s to ask him to preach small.” 

This little incident has taught the pastor of 
Emma an important lesson on preaching the 
gospel with simplicity. There isa happy me- 
dium between that coarseness which offends, 
and that refinement which is above compre- 
hension. This medium is the genuine Saxon-

fensive to none. 

Who is offended with the style of Milton in 
that noble sonnet on the massacre in Piedmont 
—with the style of the Liturgy, or that of our 
English Bible? No one of good taste: for 
therin we get plain sense in plain Saxon. 

Not long since I heard a minister close the 
last of a series of sermons on the evidences of 
christianity, thus :—** Now let the Infidel go 
where the owls hoot, and the bats wing their 
starless flight : but we, when death shall sound 
our retreat from the shores of mortality, will 
shuffle off these clogs of clay, lie down qui- 
escent in the grave, and rise to the realms of 
endless day.” ; 

That minister preached to a city congrega- 
tion, and had the reputation of being a very 
eloquent man ; but really, if he had not gone 
to ‘¢ the reaims of endless day,” I should feel 
desirous of sending Emma with the request 
that he would preach small.

From the Farmers Cabinet. 
ITALIAN SPRING WHEAT. 


Mr. Reybold (President of the Delaware 
Agricultural Society,) has lately written to 
Judge Buel (conductor of the ‘ Cultivator,” 
printed at Albany, N. Y.) saying that he got 
of Mr. Hathaway, and sowed six bushels of 
the Itulian Spring Wheat; that he merely 
ploughed up his stock field as he does for oats 
and sowed it—that he raised about 30 bushels 
to the acre, and that it was his intention to sow 
all he had raised (120 bushels) this spring.” 

Extract of a letter from J. Hathaway, Esq. 
dated Rome, N. Y. 19th Feb. 1838— 

‘“‘T have lately received a sample of Italian 
Spring Wheat, from the celebrated wheat 
growing county of Cayuga, it is very fine. It 
was raised by Levi Hopkins of Sennet. He 
purchased six bushels last Spring in Rome, 
having a mixture of oats, sowed it on five acres 
of rich sandy land, and has a splendid crop; 
has thrashed, measured and sold it, he had 202 
bushels of wheat, and six bushels of oats from 
the five acres, it nefted him $65 the acre, this 
is 403 bushels an acre of wheat besides the 
oats. Mr. H. had 16 acres of winter wheat 
adjoining the Italian—it was struck with rust, 
and he had less from the 16 acres, than from 
the five acres of Italian. It was proved here 
in Rome the past year that wheat sowed as 
late as 1st June, yielded 25 bushels to the 
acre. 

This grain may be sown with advantage in 
this region as late as the end of April. 

The Genuine Italian Spring Wheat may be 
known by being generally of a reddish yellow.

DIRECTIONS FOR MAKING BUTTER. 
_. Mr. Amasa Stetson, who received of the 


for the best butter, gives the following 
method for making it : ! 

The firkin containing about sixty pounds 
of butter, which is offered for a premium, was 
made in the following manner: From one to 
two quarts of the first drawn milk were set 
in pans by itself ;—the last drawn from the 
cows, was set in pans by itself, and after 
standing about thirty-six hours, the cream 
was carefully skimmed and put into earthen 
pots, and churned before there was any sour- 
ness in the cream. The butter was then 
taken from the churn, and the butter-milk 
well and thoroughly worked wut, and then six 
ounces of the best butter-salt, four ounces of 
the best loaf sugar, and two ounces of salt- 
petre, after being well pulverized and sifted, 
was thoroughly mixed or worked into the but- 
ter; it was then allowed to stand twenty-four 
hours, until the cool of the morning; it was 
then worked into butter. I should have said 
that the six ounces of salt, four of sugar, and 
two of salt-petre, was put into twelve pounds 
of the butter, and the same proportion in 
making the butter. 

We have long been in the practice of mak- 
ing butter similar to the above, (with the ex- 
ception of separating the milk) and have had 
no difficulty in keeping butter perfectly sweet 
till it was a year old or more. In making 
good butter, great care should be taken to 
keep the milk vessels perfectly sweet, the 
butter should be churned in the cool of the 
morning, and the butter-milk should be 
thoroughly worked out. The process of 
separating the milk is new to us, although it 
may not be to others. I am satisfied from 
what experience we have had in the process, 
that much richer and better butter can be 
made from the milk last drawn from the cow, 
than the first—the cream taken from the first 
drawn milk is a thin tough film with a very 
little oily matter in it—and when churned, is 
long in coming, and is white and insipid.

N. B. I forgot to say that in the manu- 
facture of the butter, orange carrots were 
grated, and the juice extracted, and strained, 
and one pint of the juice was put into the 
cream before churning. This gives colour 
and adds totherichness of the butter. I wish 
it understood that one pint of juice was put to 


every twelve pounds of butter.

What your 
death bed would have been had your attention 
never been called to this subject, it is not for 
a man to surmise ; but should you allow your 
will to remain unaltered, now that your con. 
science las been admonished, do not wonder 
if you find your dying pillow to be filled with 
thorns. Retrieve at once your guilty error, 
by augmenting your bequests to the cause of 
mercy ; or, better still, become your own ex- 
ecutor, and enjoy at once the luxury of doing 
good ; or, last of all, do both—-if the nature 
of your property permit, do both--—-Mummon. 


LIME—ITS USE—AND QUANTITY. 
We are gratified to find by recent publica- 


used to decided advantage ; but let it be ap- 
plied wheresvever it may, it should have 
something to convert into a condition of vege- 
table food, as therein, next to neutralizing 
the acidity of the soil, does its chief virtue 
exist. If there be no clover leys, grass 
swards, or crops of weeds, to turn in with it, 
a very happy substitute may be found in a 
crop of buckwheat, rye, or oats, which as 
either gets into flower, should be turned in 
with it. Either of these substances will af- 
ford full scope to the action of the mineral, 
and amply remunerate the agriculturalist for 
the time, trouble, and expense of providing 
it. We will venture the assertion, that a 
field thus treated, which would not yield 
seven bushels of wheat to the acre, may in 
three years be made to produce twenty bush- 
els, and if judiciously cropped afterwards, 
will retain its fertility for ten or fourteen 
years. If then this desirable state of things 
can be produced, should any farmer hesitate 
a moment in availing himself of all his re- 
sources, and of even straining a point, to 
place himself in a position at once so eligible 
and propitious? We think not. Present and 
prospective profit, alike combine to urge him 
to the course we have pointed out; nor 
should pride of occupation be wanting to 
stimulate him onward to a goal so worthy of 
his holiest ambition.—Farmer and Gardener. 
THE ROOK AND THE STARLING. 

That the Rook is the benefactor of mankind 
is now pretty generally known, and to the rook 
must be added the starling.. ‘The great use- 
fulness of this bird is well known in some 
quarters, and the husbandman is not wise who 
permits rooks and starlings to be wantonly 
killed. We are under very great obligations 
to both these kinds of birds; and though the 
rook may sometimes take a few grains of corn, 
and the starling occasionally invite himself to 
a little fruit, yet their public services, in free- 
ing the ground from vermin, which would, in 
spite of the efforts of man, go on increasing in 
numbers, till famine would be the result, do 
entitle these pretty creatures to the kindest 
treatment. Let the farmer content himself 
with employing children to frighten away their 
friends when the seed is newly sown, or when 
the crop is approaching to maturity, but let 
the lives of the rook and starling be religously 
spared.— London paper. 


The Sparrow and the Robin of this country, 
serve the same purpose, and are the husband- 
man’s best friends ; yet with what wantonness 
and cruelty are they destroyed by those brave 
huntsmen, who think they have performed an 
exploit when they have shot onc of these lit- 
tle harinless creatures. 


PENNSYLVANIA. 

The following account of the origin of the 
name of Pennsylvania, is extracted from a let- 
ter written by William Penn, its founder, 
dated January 5, 1631 : 


“This day, after many writings, watch- 
ings, solicitings, and disputes in council, my 
country was confirmed to me under the great 
seal of England, with large powers and pri- 
vileges, by the name of Pennsylvania—a 
name the king would give it in favour of my 
father. I chose New Wales, being a hilly 
country ; and when the secretary, a Welsh- 
man, refused to call it New Wales, I propo- 
sed Sylvania, and they added Penn to it; 
though IT was much opposed to it, and went to 
the king to have it struck out. He said it 
was past, and he would take it upon him; nor 
could twenty guineas move the under-secre- 
tary to vary the name; for I feared it might 
be looked on as a vanity in me, and not asa 
respect in the king to my father, as it really 
was.” 


THE CIRCASSIANS. 

The Courier Francais gives the following 
accountof the different tribes of the Caucasus 
with whom Russia is making war ; which ithas 
received from an officer who has lived several 
yearsamong them: The mountaineers carry 
on the warfare like nations of old, and the 
Arabs of modern times, not with any political 
views or fur conquest, but merely for plunder. 
While the Russians are aking every exertion 
to bring the contest to a conclusion, the Cir- 
cassians do all in their power to prolong the 
struggle, for the day on which their assailants 
should retire would be a day of mourning to 
them, as they would then have none but a few 
poor tribesto harrass. ‘They have no military 
system or disctpline, nor any of the means for 
keeping up a regular campaign. ‘They make 
their attacks by surprise, in bodies of 400 or 
500 horsemen well mounted and armed, fol- 
lowed by as many loose horses carrying sacks 
for receiving their booty. Thev break into 
the Russian line, and easily penetrate their 
squares of infantry; but, as soon as they find 
the numbers opposed to them too strong, they 
disperse and fly to their inaccessible moun- 
tains. ‘They give no quartcr to the Russians, 
but cut off the heads of all they can bring 
down; the Poles, however, are made prisoners 
and carried into slavery. At the end of a suc- 
cessful expedition, they load their loose horses, 
which are as docile and sagacious as dogs, and, 
at the command of their masters, scatter them- 
selves, make their way through the thick 
brushwood, and gain their fastnesses ; while 
the Circassians retreat in good order, making 
a stand whenever necessary to prevent the ad- 
vance of their enemies. ‘To meet these wild 
warriors, the Russian Generals have called to 
the army the Mahometan Cossacks, who fight

tions, that the opinion is becoming prevalent , 
among intelligent farmers, that a much less 
quantity of lime than was formerly used, is 
sufficient for all immediate agricultural purpo- 
ses. The extravagant application of it in 
England, where from 150 to 620 bushels was 
for many years the quantity put on the acre, 
served to lead many astray here, and hence 
the too free use of it. As we have often sta- 
ted before, we believe that there is no imme- 
diate benefit to be derived from a greater ap- 
plication than fifty bushels to the acre at any 
time: the quantity being sufficient to answer 
all the purposes of melioration for several 
years; it being competent to give heart and 
fertility to almost any soil, and with the aid of 


a clover ley to push it, if originally a thin, 
soil, beyond its primitive state of fertility ; if 
fifty bushels then will answer, much of the 
objection against lime on account of its heavy 
cost is removed, and the ability to use it is 
increased fifty per cent., and instead of liming 
one acre, the farmer may lime two, an object 
of high import to one of limited means. 
Connected with the use of lime, there is 
one fact which we desire most sincerely to 
impress upon our readers: it is this—that it 
should never be applied without giving it ma- 
terial to act upon. Upon all new grounds, 
upon grass swards, and upon clover leys, it 
may be most advantageously and profitably 


applied. If there be a heavy crop of weeds 
and stubble on the field, there it may also be 
Pam. 
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with equal intrepidity and ferocity ; but the 
Circassians have contrived to seduce great 
numbers of them, by promising them their 
freedom and a share in the plunder. Two 
whole regiments were thus gained over by 
them. ‘lrhus, for ten years, the war in the 
Caucasus has employed the best Generals of 
Russia, decimated her regiments,and exhaust- 
ed her finances ; while a small annual supply 
of powder and ball is sufficient to enable the 
undisciplined hordes of the Caucausus to keep 
their invaders at bay.” 


SCLAVONIAN MANUSCRIPTS. 

A report has been presented to the Empe- 
ror of Russia on the proceedings of the Ar- 
chaiographical Commissioners of that country, 
detailing certain researches after Sclavonian 
manuscripts found in foreign libraries. M. 
Scrojew. had discovered twenty relating to the 
Sclavonian church lying unknown among a 
number of Arabian and Turkish manuscripts, 
in the Bibliotheque du Rois at Paris. Jn the 
Scandinavian libraries, equally valuable dis- 
coveries have been made, but in those of Ger- 
many they have been few and unimportant. 


A Belgian paper mentions that a Jesuit mis- 
sion of nearly sixty persons is now stationed 
at Boom, and is occupied in the erection of a 
colossial cross, one hundred feet in height ! 
The missionaries have purchased for this pur- 
pose four of the finest pines which could be 
found in the forest of the north.

The school consists entirely of boarders, no day 
scholars being received. The teachers and pupils live 
with the principal, eating at the same table, sleeping 
under the same roof, and constituting in all respects 
one family.

This 
sum is in full for all the tuition, of whatever character, 
which the plan of the school embraces; for boarding, 
lodying, washing, mending, fuel, light, including also 
the use of bedding, books, stationcry, maps, globes, 
libraries, and other privileges. ‘The parent or guardian 
will have no extra charges, except for monies advanced 
or articles of clothing procured at his direction by the 
principal, for board in the vacations, or for medical at- 
tendance, if at any time it should become necessary.
